are sufficient inducements for capital 
to interest itself in it. 

To a careful observer there appear to 
be large quantities of land lying north 
of Keno which inst ultimately become 
immensely valuable. Reference is 
especially made to Lemmon’s, Warm 
Springs and Spanish Springs Valleys. 
These valleys contain as good land as 
any to be found in Nevada. They are 
covered by a dense growth of sage, 
which, as all know, is an undeniable 


evidence of fertility. There is scarcely 
afoot of the valleys and surrounding 
higker ground that will-not produce 
apy crop produced elsewhere in Ne- 
vada. 

But there appears to have been no 
data published as to the acreage or 
elevations of these valleys, nor of the | 
possibility of their being reached by 
water, except some broad assertions | 
that may or may not be reliable. 

Would it not pay Reno especially | 
and Washoe county generally if some | 
of your public-spirited citizens (or | 
Board of Trade, if vou had one) would 
obtain facts bearing on this question 
and publish them for the purpose of | 
interesting capital ?

AN INTERESTING STUDY. 


Observations eof the Coast 
Geodetic BMurveying Party 
‘arson. 

A Gazerre reporter was in Carson 
on Tuesday evening, and, upon the 
invitation of C. W. Friend, visited his 
observatory where the United States 
Geodetic and Coast Surveying party | 
were busily engaged in establishing | 
the longitude between Verdi and Car- | 
son. Professor St. Clair began taking 
observations at 8:30 P. and at 9) 


o'clock began an interchange of signals 
between Verdi and Carson that was 
interesting to note. First, he has a/| 
telescope with numerous wires at- 
tached, running to a self-recording 
chronograph that rules a sheet of white 
paper on a cylinder eight inches in | 
diameter, noting the exact time the) 
star, from which the observation is | 
being taken, crosses a given point. | 
The chronograph is connected with a 
telegrapR instrument and that with | 
one at Verdi, During the observation | 
every thing is watched to the minut- | 
est detail and a record kept, noting 
the exact time the star passes a given 
point. Tuesday night they completed 
their labors @f establishing the longi- 
tude, and Wednesday they began their 
observation establish the latitude. 
They observe twenty stars each night 
and take eleven observations of each | 
star, naking 220 observations in all, 
at each end of the line. 

This work of establishing a trans- 
continental jlongitude was beguo in 
I88L, and js under the immediate 
supervision of R. A. Marr and C. H 
St. Clair. They started at Cape May 
and brought it across the continent on 
the 39th parallel. Now they are going 
back and prove their work. First 
they determined San Francisco and 
the Lick Observarory, then Sacramento 
and Verdi, Verdi and Carson, Carson 
and Virginia, Carson and Eureka and 
Austin, then on east to their base. In 
this connection it may not be out of 
place to note the fact that Mr. 
Friend established the longitude of 
Carson about ten years ago,and was 
only the third part of a second out of 
the way.
